BY WOiraCAI^LATED TPICHINELIA LARVAE

Infection of pigs vith trlchinella still occurs in our country, and 
develops into coajiderable propoErtlon in certain Incalltleso TrichinelllaBlB 
io a die ease which attacks many animals and man, and its prophylaxis is 
. therefore of great importance. According to the exist ing veterinary 
legislation, hog meat carjaoo be dletrlbuxed for human conavmption without a 
preliminary investigation for trlchlneHiasls. 

Unfortunately, there are still frequent cases of pigs being aia^Xglitorr' 
secretly and pork and lard being used for food without veterinary examlna- 
tl<m. A constant and deterainsd war must be waged against this broaoL of 
veterinary legislation . 

Examination of meat for trlchlnelllaslB is carried out at slaughter 
points, meat-oontroi stations, abbattoire, and meat -processing oomblnes. 
Actually, trlchlnosooplstg examino meat usually for encapsulated trlchinollee, 
i.e., trlchlnellae wound In a spiral and enclosed In a capsule, in other 
words, tne trlchinellas irtiich are easy to detect. 

iriohlnelllaBis is caused only by encapsulated trlchlnellae acocrdlng 
to textbooks and handbooks. Hothlng is said anywhere about the necessity 
of discovering nonenoapeulated trlcblnellae In pork, and about the veterinary 
and sanitary measures to be taken in such cases. 

This la explained by the existing opinion on the nonixiiectioiisneGS of 
nonencapsulated trlchinella larvae. In reality, however, it has been fully 
proved by numerous experiments on asilmals that nonensapsulated trlchlnellae 
do cause trichinelllasis starting l 6 j days after feeding the animals with 
trlchinella- inf 63 tr'd meat, despite the fact that they have not attained full 
size, have not convoluted spirally In moat cases, and have no capsules.

difficult; as the trichinellae are moat dftan found parallel vlth. the muscuia? 
fiberB, and only very sll^t eurvaturea. In this positlcm the triohlnellae 
are eaailj obBCured by the muacular tissue and for this reason their detection 
entails u oorreBpohaing theoretical- and practical training of trlchlnoacopiatB. 

Trlchinella larvae. In the opinion of many authorities, make their appe^^e 
In animal on the ninth Or tenth day after the tainted meat has been fed, 

but acodraing to our obBervations theae larvae do not cause infectj.on until 
the l6th day-p Hence, meat contaminated vlth trlchlnellae for Iobb than lo days 
can be used for human consumption, subject to reeervationso 

On the other hand, meat contaminated for l6^, 17, l8, -l-S 20 days, or more 
with nonenbapsuiated trlchlnellae cauaaa Infection, and requires _ 

veterinary and Banltary measureB as meat contaminated with oapsulatod trichinellae , 

We make the following suggest lone in this, connection:

3. All dlrectlvoB cn trlchlnelliaeiB to indicate the tmportanoe of 
detecting nonencapeulated trlchinella larvae when making trlchlnoacoplc 
examination, and the veterinary and sanltsry meaeuree vhlcn must be taken 
when they are dlBcovered., 

These measures will asBlat in a more proper and efrective orgonlzabion 
of veterlTwry and eanlbary control regarding the jnanlfestation of trlchlnella-
